For the good reason that while 
Prance erred with England in recognition of Rebel 
belligerence, no pirate ships or blockade-runners 
were built under shelter of this recognition to prey 
noon our commerce. The two cases are wide 
assunder, and they are distinguished by two differ¬ 
ent phrases of the common law. The recognition 
of Rebel belligerence in Prance was damnum 
absque injuria, or wrong without injury, tut that 
same recognition in England was damnun cum, 
injuria, or wrong with injury, and it is of this un¬ 
questionable injury that we complain. 

CANADA. 

Fellow-Citizens ! It cannot he doubted that the 
pendency of this great question will he always a 
cloud upon the relations of two Powers, when 
there should be sunshine. Good men on both 
sides should desire its settlement in such way as 
most to promote good will, and to make the best 
precedent for civilization. But there can be no 
good will without justice, nor can any “snap judg¬ 
ment” make friends or establish any rule for the 
future. Sometimes there are whispers of territo¬ 
rial compensation, and Canada is named as the 
consideration. But he knows England little, and 
also little of that great English liberty from Magna 
Oharta to the Somerset ease, who supposes that 
this nation could undertake any such transfer. 
And he knows little also of our country, and that 
great liberty which is ours, who supposes that we 
could receive such a transfer. On each side there 
is impossibility. Territory may be conveyed, but 
not a people. I allude to this suggestion only be¬ 
cause it has been made in the public press and 
been answered from England. But the United 
States can never be indifferent to Canada, nor to 
the other British Provinces, near neighbors and 
kindred. It is well known historically that, even 
before the Declaration of Independence, our 
fathers hoped that Canada wonld take part with 
them. Washington was strong in this hope ; so 
was Franklin. 

The Continental Congress, by solemn resolution, 
invited Canada, and then appointed a Commission, 
with Benjamin Franklin at its head, “ to form a 
Union between the Colonies and the people of 
Canada. ” lu the careful instructions, which were 
signed in behalf of Congress by John Hancock, 
President, the Commissioners are, among other 
things, enjoined to remind the Canadians that “it 
is our earnest desire to adopt them into the Union 
as a sister eolony and to secure the same general 
system of mild and equable laws for them and our¬ 
selves, with only such local differences as may be 
agreeable to each colony respectively, ” and fur¬ 
ther, that in the opinion of the Continental Con¬ 
gress, “their interests and ours are inseparably 
united.” (American Archieves, Vol. V, p. 412, 
4 ih Series). Long ago the Continental Congress 
passed away. Long ago the great Commissioner 
rested from his labors. But the invitation survives 
not only in the archives of our history, but in all 
American hearts, constant and continuing as when 
first issued, believing, as we do, that such a Union, 
in the fnllness of time, with the good-will of the 
mother country, and the accord of both parties, 
must be the harbinger of infinite good. Nor do I 
doubt that this will be accomplished. Such a 
Union was clearly foreseen by the late Bichard Cob- 
den, who, in a letter to myself, bearing date, Lon¬ 
don, 7 th November, 1849, wrote : “I agree with 
you that nature has decided that Canada and the 
United, States must become one for all purposes of ] 
Intercommunication. Whether they also shall be 
united in the same Federal Government must de¬ 
pend upon the two parties to the Union. I can as¬ 
sure you that there will be no repetition of the 
policy of 1176 on our part to prevent our North 
American colonies from pursuing their interests 
in their own way. If the people of Canada are 
tolerably unanimous in wishing to sever the very 
slight thread which now binds them to this country, 

I see no reason why, if good faith and ordinary 
temper be observed, it should not be done amica¬ 
bly. ” Nearly 20 years have passed since these 
prophetic words, and enough has already taken 
place to give assurance of the rest. Reciprocity, 
which is so often desired on botli sides, will be 
transfigured in UnioD, while our Plural Unit is 
strengthened and extended. 

The end is certain ; nor shall we wait long for 
its mighty fulfillment. Its beginning is the estab¬ 
lishment of peace at home, through which the 
national unity shall become manifest. This is the 
first step. The rest will follow. In the procession 
of events it is now at hand, and he is blind who 
doos not discern it. From the frozen sea to the 
tepid waters of the Mexican Gulf, from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, the whole vast continent—smiling 
with outstretched prairies where the coal fields 
below vie with the infinite corn-fields above—teem¬ 
ing with iron, copper, silver, and gold—filling fast 
with ■ a free people to whom the telegraph and 
steam are constant servants—breathing already 
with schools, colleges, and libraries—studded with 
inland seas where fleets are sailing—the whole in¬ 
terlaced by rivers which are highways, and I 
“poured round all old Ocean’s flood. ’’—all this will 
be the Great Bepnblic, one and indivisible, with a 
common Constitution, a common Liberty, and a 
common Glory. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Sumner’s speech, which 
occupied nearly two hours in delivery, the Hon. 
William Claflin of Newton, and the Hon. Joseph 
Tucker of Lenox, were unanimously nominated 
for Governor and Lieutenant-Governor, by accla¬ 
mation, on motion of the Hon. Thomas Bussejl. 
The other candidates were also nominated by ac¬ 
clamation, as follows:

RESOLUTIONS.

,leges of felbw-citizens, while we insist upon the com¬ 
plete protection of all loyal men, white or black 
Resolved, That the Administration of Gen. Grant by 
the moderation and fairness in its foreign and domestic !

tion of economy, and its able management of the public 
revenues whereby the national debt has been reduced, 
and the national credit maintained and raised, has fully 
justified the confidence reposed in it, and gives promise j 
of great and lasting benefits to the country. 


Resolved, That the Republican party recognize all the, 
rights and privileges which belong to labor, and that tbe 
same chartered rights and privileges which are extended 
to organized capital by legislation should also be ex¬ 
tended to organized labor.

That the commemoration of their deeds by fitting rites 
and memorials, and the care of their disabled survivors 
and all of their bereaved families wifi be a perpetual 
duty. 

Resolved, That we regard as political aims of prime 
importance the encouragement of the moral, educational, 
and industrial interests of the State; a just distribution 
of the burdens of taxation, so that they shall fall where 
they can be most easily borne; a rigid economy in pub¬ 
lic expenditures ; less special legislation for private and 
corporate interests; a material abridgment of the session 
of tbe Legislature, and the requirements of high personal 
character in all public officers. 

Resolved, That Gov. Claflin has, during his efficient 
term, demonstrated the same integrity of purpose and 
capacity for public affairs which have always been con¬ 
spicuous in his private life, and we commend him and 
the other nominees of this Convention to the suffrages of 
the people of the Commonwealth.

F THE POLITICAL SITUATION BY GEN. REYNOLDS. 


Headquarters, Fifth Military District, ) 
State of Texas, September, 4, 1869. j 
To the Pi-esident of the United States (Personal No. 2). 

My Dear General :—After your Summer recreation 
have determined to add to your Fall labors a few words 
on tbe political situation in Texas. 

You wifi remember that about the 4th of March _ 

there were present in Washington two delegations of 
Texans, both claiming to be representatives of the Re¬ 
publican party of Texas. One Of these delegations, 
headed by Gen, E. J. Davis, was appointed by tbe Con¬ 
stitutional Convention ; the other delegation, beaded by 
Gen. A. J. Hamilton, was self-appointed. 

Pursuing the policy which I had decided upon in Oc¬ 
tober, 1867, upon my arrival in Austin, of always en¬ 
deavoring to produce harmony among all classes of Re¬ 
publicans, I declined to permit myself to be identified 
specifically with either faction, but frankly told their 
leaders (E. J. Davis and A. J. Hamilton) that I would 
recommend for office men of both factions who I was 
satisfied would make good officers. The Federal 
pointments were pretty evenly divided between the t 
factions, much to my gratification, as I still hoped to 
harmony brought about. The Radicals (E. J. Davis 
wing) charged while in Washington that the Conserva¬ 
tive Republicans (A. J. Hamilton wing) had entered into 
a coalition with the Democrats of the State to support 
A. J. Hamilton for Governor, and in turn to be permitted 
by him, if elected, to exert their influence with tbe new 
State Government. I then offered to denounce this 
coalition to you on the production of satisfactory evi¬ 
dence that it existed. The evidence was not produced. 

I said nothing on the subject, returned to Texas, and 
have endeavored to keep myself well informed on all 
questions of public interest, and especially those affect¬ 
ing the reconstruction of this State. I traveled from 
New Orleans to Galveston with Judge J. H. Bell, who is 
one of the leading men in the A. J. Hamilton faction. 
He is an ex-Confederate Judge. In conversation about 
Texas politics I urged upon Judge Bell that all Repub¬ 
licans should attend the Convention that had been called 
by the Radicals to meet at Galveston on the 10th of May, 
and there to harmonize, bring out their candidates, and 
cement the party in the State. He emphatically opposed 
such action. The same course of conduct was pursued 
by A. J. Hamilton, Gov. Pease, Col. Haynes, and all the 
leading men of that wing. The convention met in Gal¬ 
veston on the 10th of May, and without transacting much 
business adjourned to meet in Houston on the 7th of 
June. 

At this last Convention E. J. Davis was nominated for 
Governor. A. J. Hamilton, Pease, Bell, " 
and many other Conservative Repo 
Houston at this time but took no part in 
ceedings of the Convention I am assured by parties 
in whom I place reliance, that overtures were made at 
this Convention by tbe Radicals and rejected by tbe 
Conservatives. A ticket with A. J. Hamilton for 
Governor and E. J. Davis for Lieutenant-Governor 
might have been nominated then and there, and would 
have produced harmony in the Republican party, but 
for the persistent opposition of the A. J. Hamilton Con¬ 
servative faction. This Convention might, have been 
larger or another one held but for tbe same opposition, 
and to-day the only organized Republican party in Texas 
= ~ that headed by E. J. Davis. 

The Conservative faction have opposed all organized 
concert of action in the Republican party. It is believed 
that tbe reason for this action is found in the fact that 
although the Democrats will not openly affiliate with the 
Conservative Republicans, many Democratic papers 
advocate the election of A J. Hamilton for Governor. 
Some of them place his name at tbe bead of tbeir 
columns; others do not announce his name, but support 
him.

Tbe Conservative Republicans who pretend, especially 
when in Washington, to stand on the Reconstruction 
laws of Congress, nevertheless come right to Texas, and 
in their District Conventions nominate men for office who 
cannot qualify according to these very laws. Examples 
are : Stribling of San Antonio for Congress, and McFar¬ 
land of Austin for the State Senate. They denounce such 
men as Gen. Wm. T. Clarke, who was nominated for 
Congress by a Convention, but not of A. J. Hamilton 
men. No fault can be found with such men as Gen. 
Wm. T. Clarke, whose military and civil records are with¬ 
out blemish. No reason can be given for any Republican 
to oppose such men as Clarke, unless, to be sure they are 
included in tbe class that A. J. Hamilton has denounced 
stamp, and called ‘ 1 Carpet-baggers” and ‘ ‘ Scal¬ 
awags.” 

Tbe circumstances all considered, I am constrained to 
believe that the coalition which has been charged as ex¬ 
isting between the Conservatives, or A. J. Hamilton Re¬ 
publicans, and the Democrats (generally ex-Rebels) does 
actually exist. The platforms of the two wings of the 
Republican party are precisely tbe same. The Radical 
wing act out their professions of adherence to the Recon¬ 
struction laws of Congress, and present for office men 
who are qualified under these laws. The Conservative 
wing frequently nominate men for office who are known 
to be disqualified under the Reconstruction laws, but who 
are also known to be acceptable to the Democrats. The 
success of the A. J. Hamilton faction, as it wifi he pro¬ 
duced by Democratic votes, wifi be the defeat of Republi¬ 
canism in Texas, and wifi put the State in the hands of 
the very men who, during the entire period of the Rebel¬ 
lion, exerted every nerve to destroy the Union, and who 
have uniformly opposed the Reconstruction laws with a 
persistency worthy of a better cause.

TO THE HON. CHARLES SUMNER, SENATOR FOR MASSA¬ 
CHUSETTS. 

New York, September 23, 1869. 

Sir .--In January last, at the Anti-Slavery Con¬ 
ference in Boston, I had the honor of publicly 
stating (m the name of the Cuban insurrectionists, 
and in answer to certain calumnies then afloat) that 
Cespedes and his party unhesitatingly accepted 
tile necessity of the abolition of slavery in Cuba, 
and that their best and most willing exertions 
sought for immediate and Unconditional emanci¬ 
pation. The gist of my statement was, at the same 
date, embodied in one of the resolutions of the 
Massachusetts Anti-Slavery Society. 

At an interview which I had with you in April 
last I spoke to the same purpose. You probably 
have forgotten my remarks. I refer to these two 
occasions only to show that so early as in January 
the public mind was directed ki this question, and 
that, at the latest, iu April von>- ■ .eutiou was 
asked to it also.

What, Mr. Sumner! coming forward as the rev¬ 
erend adviser of your State in one of its highest 
functions, can you only counsel ahstineiice from 
action until you have settled a question which you 
think should be conclusive (one way at least.) but 
which from July to September you have not troubled 
yonrself to settle even to your own satisfaction, 
although it be only an inquiry as to the authenticity 
of two contradictory documents, proof concerning 
which has been always at your command ? 

What, Mr. Sumner! taking honorable rank 
among those ennobled by tbeir sympathy for the 
slave, do you forbid our sympathy with the Cuban 
slave, declaring yourself willing to hand him back 
to Spanish bonds, because yon do not know for 
certain, and do not care to know, whether Cespe¬ 
des has made him free or not ? 


Then, having sunk the Bepublican in the “States¬ 
man,” he loses the Statesman in maundering about 
the Alabama; and Cuba must be sacrificed lest bis 
old monarchical acquaintances, the politicians and 
publicists of Europe, should say that Mr. Sumner 
is inconsistent. 

Let the Alabama stand on its own merits, Mr. 
Sumner ! If England has done the wrong yon say, 
be sure the penalty will have some day to be ex¬ 
acted, whatever happens to your arguments. Des¬ 
tiny can spare the biggest flies that pose themselves 
upon her chariot wheels. But beware now of wrong 
to Cuba? That is the question of the hour, and 
one question at a time may be enough even for 
statesmen of a considerable bore. 

But is there no precedent for action in the case 
of Cuba ? Step from Worcester to the Capitol! 
There is a monument upon Bunker’s HilL Do jus¬ 
tice to Cuba as yonr fathers there did justice to them¬ 
selves—for the sake of justice, and not for policy or 
greed. Do justice with only that for precedent. 
Do justice though your Alabama speech be stulti¬ 
fied. Better spoil that than stultify the sonl and 
spoil the fame of a consistent abolitionist with the 
unmanly quibble that yon cannot distinguish the 
proclamations of Cespedes, and have been too in¬ 
different to read bis course. 

A scholar, making of established forms yonr idols, 
a student of books rather than an observer of the 
course of living men, you have read but not learned 
history ; and the science of politics is something 
quite distinct from the charlatanry of diplomatists. 
We might forgive you for your unrepublicau sympa¬ 
thies, seeing you have not yet been weaned from 
constitutionalism, but we had a right to look for 
soundness on the one question of black slavery. 
When Charles Snmner, tbe honorable Senator for 
Massachusetts, is remembered in history, will his 
epitaph he read for anything of more worth than 
this— He also was of the Anti-Slavery parly ? Must 
we efface that line to write— Be hindered the eman¬ 
cipation of the Cuban slave ? 

That brief paragraph of yonr uuliappy speech 
at Worcester has given the lie to. the long life of | 
the abolitionist. As it was with Webster, so is it 
with yon : the Statesman has betrayed the Man.

The cause of Cuban freedom is the cause of the 
black as well of the white. The dullest Spanish 
“ Volunteer ” knows this, if the Massachusetts Sen¬ 
ator does not. Is there none except a 
prominent among American republicans and abo¬ 
litionists to stand foremost against the liberties of I 
Cuba ? 

Let Gen. Sickles pursue his intrigues for annex¬ 
ation. On that ground it may be expedient to 
delay the recognition of independence. What mat¬ 
ter how black or white may suffer, or how long or 
with what old Spanish horrors the contest be em¬ 
bittered and prolonged, if so new territory may be 
stolen.

Mr. Sumner’s speech, the major portion of ] 
which we publish this week, though ably and care¬ 
fully prepared, as his addresses usually 
over-cautious presentation of his views concerning 
both home and foreign affairs. The time chosen 
for its deliverance, at the close of a summer of 
pilotless drifting in affairs of State, was unusually 
important. There was urgent need of plain speech. 
His audience too was certain to be a large one, 
tending much beyond the limits of New England 
or of the United States. All the more do we re¬ 
gret that the occasion was not adequately im¬ 
proved. His admonition that the Fifteenth Amend¬ 
ment has not yet secured the required number of 
votes,and that its future is shrouded in uncertainty, 
is timely. We share with him also the regret that 
Congress refused to respond to his proposition for 
a national political rights law, which would have 
cut short the pending angry suffrage controversy 
involving the rights of the colored people, and which 
it was, and is, quite as competent to pass as the civil 
rights law, already on tile statute books. His state¬ 
ments that the freedmen are still in need of pro¬ 
tection, that the old slave masters and rebels are 
erawliDg from their hiding-places to resume their 
former rule, that murder in the South is uuloosed, 
that all Unionists, white as well as colored, 
exposed, will serve measurably to re-awaken a 
different public. But why, seven months after 
Andrew Johnson, shonld this state of things con¬ 
tinue ?_It was at this point, in the discussion of 
home affairs, that Mr. Summer signally failed to 
meet the demands of the hour. Turning from An¬ 
drew Johnson, he assures the country that we now 
have a “ patriot President. ” Why, if he is such 
the sense Mr. Summer affirms, the need of such 
statements iu regard to the present condition of] 
affairs at the South ? Who, if not President Grant, 
is responsible for the murderous misrule which has 
prevailed since the fourth of March last, aud still 
continues unchecked in the Southern States ? With 
full authority in the premises and ample resources 
at his command, he has spent the summer in smok¬ 
ing and in itinerant recreation, allowing the rebel 
guerilla warfare to go unchecked'. His own military 
subordinates, as in Texas, have been sacrificed for 
want of proper support in the midst of blood¬ 
thirsty enemies, and compelled at times in journey¬ 
ing from one portion of their commands to another 
to take off their uniforms and travel in citizen’s 
dress for safety ! No, Mr. Summer’s eulogy of the 
President was empty and ill-judged in view of the 
humiliating and incontrovertible statements as to 
the alarming condition of affairs by which it was pre¬ 
ceded. The political tendency, since March last,has 
been throughout the South from bad to worse. Wit¬ 
ness Yirginia and Tennessee wherein elections have 
lately been held. While loyal men have been sacri¬ 
ficed to the President’sindifference,the rebel “ Con¬ 
servatives” have praised his patriotism and friend¬ 
ship, under cover of which they have been en¬ 
abled to regain possession of their former political 
estates. With three and-a-lialf years more of such 
leadership, under Mr. Sumner’s “patriot Presi¬ 
dent” the political control of the nation will in¬ 
evitably pass into the hands of the Rebel-Democ¬ 
racy. Mr. Sumner ought not, therefore, to have 
administered an opiate to the President,"and to his 
co-responsible political associates. 

His criticism of the misnamed “Democrats ” for 
their rebel sympathies, and their dishonesty to¬ 
wards the freedmen and the national creditors, 
was forcible and richly deserved. 

To the struggling patriots of Cnba his speeeh 
will be cold comfort He says that “no enlightened 
mind can fail to see that the Spanish power 
island is an anachronism. The day of European 
colonies has passed—at least in this hemisphere, 
where the rights of man were first proclaimed and 
self-government was first organized. A governor 
from Europe, nominated by a crown, is a constant 
witness against these fundamental principles. ’ „ 

recognizes the fact that the interests of humanity 
demand that the bloody conflict now in progress 
between the Spaniards and Cubans should cease. 

But he falls back upon the code of “ International 
Law,” and proposes, in effect, that the people of this 
country allow the Spanish butchery to go on inde¬ 
finitely ; or till such time as the Cuban Republicans 
shall have been effectually “ stamped out.” What 
“no enlightened mind can fail to see," that Spanish 
power on the island “isan anachronism,” that the 
Cuban patriots, in imitation of our own revolution¬ 
ary forefathers, are struggling to demonstrate. 
Their position in regard to slavery, as defined in 
their official, authorized Constitution is well chosen. 
While Davis, Stephens, Lee and the leaders of J 
onr Southern rebellion fought for slavery as the 
chief corner-stone of the new government they 
endeavored to found,and avowed unblushingly their 
villainous purpose to the world, Cespedes began 
with emancipating his own slaves, and proclaiming 
freedom for the slaves of Cuba as one of the.objeets 


have been circulated, but for the purpose of damag¬ 
ing the Cuban cause, especially in the eyes of the 
friends of freedom in this country. Referring to 
these rumors, Mr. Lemus, the official representa¬ 
tive of the Cubans at Washington, in a recent card 
says : 

“ I have in my possession complete copies of the offi¬ 
cial acts of the Republic of Cuba since its organization 
up to the 1st of this mouth, and I defy any one tp find 
therein one single feature which contemplates anything 
but absolute and unequivocal freedom of the slaves of 
the island. The Republican leaders long before the 
adoption of the Constitution emancipated their slaves, 
and wherever the army of the Republic marches freedom 
is proclaimed to all of every color.” 

We are aware that Mr. Sumner is critically 
watched in England, in the hope that, if he favors 
the Cuban Republicans, an opportunity will be 
given for those who were our enemies daring the 
slaveholders’ rebellion, and are still, to turn his 
own arguments against him, and against the Amer¬ 
ican government. What of it ? The eases are 
not at all parallel. The Southern Confederates ad¬ 
vertised themselves as champions of slavery, and 
as such were accepted and befriended by tbe rep¬ 
resentatives of the English government. Shall we 
iu turn allow the latter in effect, to dictate to us, 
a kindred course for ourselves as between pro¬ 
slavery Spaniards and anti-slavery Cubans ? What¬ 
ever may be the provisions of abstract “ Interna¬ 
tional Law,” there is the “ higher law” of human¬ 
ity which will not allow us to be indifferent. We 
doubt not that among the Cuban Republicans are 
many men who are conscienceless and indifferent 
on the subject of slavery. But it must be also re¬ 
membered that Abraham Lincoln proclaimed his 
willingness to save the Union “ with slavery ” if he 
could, and that Seward published to the world that 
the war of the rebellion would not change the status 
of the slave. Mr. Sumner desires peace, and so do 
we. But the American Government, of whicli Mr. 
Snmner is a distinguished representative, is not a 
peace society. We hold it to its own standard. 
For it to follow Mr. Sumner’s recommendation of J 
non-interference at this juncture iu the Spanish- 
Cuban struggle, is practically to uphold despotism,— 
to weaken and embarrass the cause of Republican¬ 
ism not only in Cuba, but in Spain as well, and 
throughout the Old Work! to prolong bloody strife. 
Mr. Sumner’s plea of tbe “International Code” 
for bis ill-ehosen position towards the Cuban Re¬ 
publicans, is the counterpart of the “Constitu¬ 
tional ” shield which his Senatorial associates have 
uniformly raised as a justification for non-action 
when urged by him, and ourselves, to pass a 
national political.rights law, as a “short \ 
the settlement of the suffrage controversy for 
colored men. 

So near to us as is Cuba geographically, a place 
of refuge for not a few Southern slaveholders, 
hundreds of their transported slaves now wearing 
out their lives on Cuban plantations where Spanish 
authority still holds sway, that struggle is a logical 1 
sequence of our own. If Jefferson Davis had sue-; 
eeeded in establishing the Southern Confederacy, 
the Cuban Revolution would not now have been 
heard of, nor would the Republicans of Spain have 
been encouraged to try to throw off the odious rule 
of which they were and are the subjects. The cause 
of true Republicanism is essentially one aud the 
same throughout the world. WhatMr. Sumnerrelt- 
erates as to the guilt of the representatives of the 
English government towards our own country 
we cordially endorse. Let not a just accusation 
be brought against ourselves by the Republicans 
and the enslaved of Cuba for failing to do, in the 
interest of humanity and freedom, what English 
aristocrats were swift to do in behalf of slavery 
and its champions. We believe the hour i3 at hand 
when the bloody Spanish crusade iu Cuba should 
be stopped. The “international code ” of human¬ 
ity requires it. The pathway of peace, is through 
the friendly recognition of the Republic of Cuba.
